About Returning to Germany. 
All who are contemplating return 


ing to Germany under present condi- 
tions will be interested in regulations 
governing such return. 


A German who emigrates to this 


country before he Is seventeen years 
old or before he is called upon for 
military service may, after live years 
residence and naturalization In the 
United States return lo Germany for 
a visit. 
The right to remain in his 


former country is denied by Ger- 
many, and he may be expelle~ after 
a brief sojourn on the ground that 
he left Germany merely to evade mili- 
tary service. 


It is not safe for a person who has 


once been expeaed to return to Ger- 
many without having obtained per- 
mission in advance to do so. A per- 
son, who has complete- his military 
service, reached his thirty-first year 
and become an American citizen may 
safely r eturn to Germany. 


Treaties between the United State; 


and Germany states provide that na 
turalized German-American citizen: 
after a residence of five years in this 
country shall be recognized- as United 
States citizens on their return to Ger- 
many. 
But a naturalized American 


of German birth is liable to trial and 
punishment upon return to Germany 
for an offense against German law 
committed begore emigration. 


Information issued by the Imperial 


Russian* consulate at Chicago says: 


If a Russian subject holds a for- 


eign passport issued to the governor 
of the province froni which he came, 
he needs no further document to be 
admitted to Russia. 
Russians not 


holding such passports must present 
whatever documents they have to be 
certified by the Russian consulate be-r 
fore they sail. 


If the applicant for a passport has 


no document of any sort to present 
to the Russian consulate in this coun- 
try he may obtain the necessary cer- 
tificate for presentation to the consul 
from a clergyman of his own denomi- 
nation.

Professor W. W. Clark of the new 
Agricultural School will have charge 
of the WOI-K in Agriculture and the 
new topics will include Crops, Weeds, 
Soils, Feeds and Feeding and Drain- 
age.

Economics Department of tlie new 
Agricultural and Domestic Science 
School will present the work in Do- 
mestic Science, and a competent party 
will be secured to present the work 
in Manual Training. 


Every teacher who expects to teach 


in Wood County next year is expected 
to attend this Institute and the only 
excuse that will be accepted for ab- 
sence is one that involves circum- 
stances beyond the control of the one 
offering same.

NOT VERY POPULAR 


When the government established 


the parcel post system hi this country 
about a year ago numerous writers 
Indulged in Ilights of fancy as 
what the new system would mo 
both for the farmer and the city 
dweller in bringing, tin! two dose 
together by enabling" the city man t 
drop a card to his friend iu the- coun- 
try, and the result would be that the 
next day the city dweller would re 
ceive a : pound of nlcs fresh butter 
a dozeni or two of eggs that wer< 
gathered that morning, or a ttirkoj 
or any jollier sort of farm produc< 
that the city man might dosiro. 
It 


sounded nice to a theorist, and soi 
people believed that it was going to 
come about. 


However, investigations that have 


been made recently do not boar out 
the theories of these people. 
Some- 


people are using the parcel post for 
this purtaos to a limited extent, but 
it has npt come into general use by 
any me:ins, and there is a good rea- 
son wliyj it should not be so. 


While| parcel post rates are low, 


still a dob.en eggs cannot be transporrv- 
ed in this manner nearly as cheaply 
as a hundred dozen., can bo brought 
in by a; farmer in the back end of 
his wagon, and the eggs in one in- 
stance al-o just, as fresh as thoyjxre 
in the other. 


Then jthe American public as 
a 


nation a>e more lazy than thrifty. 
Almost any householder would rath- 
er buy Ills produce right at the door 
withoutlhe trouble of writing a card 
or making a telephone call, especial- 
ly as he'can procure the produce in 
this manner more promptly, cheaper, 
and in just as good or better condi- 
tion. 


Kvory city of any size in the coun- 


try has within a short distance of 
its borders a number of farmers who 
make a business of selling produce 
to the city dwellers. 
These huck- 


sters are generally pretty good busi- 
ness people. 
In fact some of l l n - t i i 


are among the brightest of persons 
to be found in a community. 
Tln-j 


are making a business of supplying 
the people's w:yits and doing It at a 
price that is acceptable to the p u r - 
chaser and. at the same time gives 
them a profit. 
They have found by 


experience'that if their wares arc not. 
lirst class and as represented they 
cannot continue to do business, ii^iid 
they ai-e generally ready and willing 
to give their customers the very best 
to be obtained, and to make up any 
loss or dispute without trouble. 


Is it any wonder that they have 


continued in business and 
that 
t In- 


public has not flown to the parcel post, 
for their farm and garden supplies? 
Well hardly. 
Thoro might be In- 


stances where the parcel post could 
be used to advantage in an oilier 
gency, but as a seuonil plan of mar- 
keting. It will novor be a very grout 
success. The hucksters are loo much 
alive to the wants of their custom- 
ers, and the customers apprfciali; 
the service they have be-on gulling 
in the past, as well as what will 
come in the future.

Seventy Members of College. , 


When complete the college of cardi- 


nals, which elects a new~pope, consists 
of seventy members. 
The college of 


1303 which elected Pope Phis X., con- 
sisted 
of sixty-three, members, 
of 


whom fifty-six were present at tne 


C°TheaVe°iection of popes by conclave 
dates from the middle ages. In an- 
cient times the vote of the Roman 
clergy, cast In the presence of the 
faithful, was the elective power. 
It 


was not until/1059, under Nicholas 
II that the papacy was completely 
emancipated from the temporal ambi- 
tion of its adherents. Gregory VII was 
the last pope to make even a nominal 
concession to laymen. 


Peasant May Become Pope. 


Theoretically, any one may be elect- 


ed pope. He need be neither cardinal, 
priest, nor yet Italian. Sixtus V was 
a swineherd in .his youth; Cardinal 
Gotti's father was a stevedore, while 
the parents of Pius X were Peasants. 


Cardinals Vanutelli and Oreglia are 


mentioned as possible successors to 
Pope Pius. 


Rome, Aug. 20.—Pope Pius X. died 


lit about 2 o'clock this morning. 
The 


exact time has not yet been an- 
nounced. 


The passing of the supreme pontiff 


of the Roman Catholic, church was not 
unexpected. From about noon he had 
been unconscious and steadily grew 
weaker toward evening. 
Official bul- 


letins prepared the church for the 
worst. 


He. had realized his condition early 


yesterday mornltiK, svhem ho .said fare- 
well to his sisters and his brothers 
and laid his last injunctions upon Car- 
dinal Merry del Val, the papal secre- 
tary of state. 


End Hastened by War. 


Death was due to his ancient en- 


emy, 
bronchial catarrh, which became 


acute on Sunday. 


The attacks which he fought off a 


year ago returned to lind him over- 
wrought with the grief inspired by the 
great European war. 


Tho vitality with which lie fought 


former attacks had been absorbed in 
hiH prayers and meditations for peace. 
Tho assistance! he once gave his phy- 
sicians was lackiUK. "S ho forgot him- 
»elf and thought only of the catastro- 
phe which the world is facing. 


Early Death Report Denied. 


Karly In the afternoon a report that 


tho pontiff had expired was current. 
It gained strer.j;lh by the fact that 
church bells boKan to ring. The vat- 
lean immediately denied '.he report of 
Hit- pope's death and explained that 
the hells were rliitcinj; only to call tho 
faithful to prayer for- hL-i recovery. 


At -1:10 o'clock tho pope had a sud 


den relapse. 


POPE'S WISH WAS 


TO REVISIT VENICE 


Rome, Aug. 19.-Pope Pius at one 


time declared that he would willingly 
give up two years of his life if he 
might be able to visit only once more 
his beloved Venice. 
When Cardinal Sarto was elected 


pope in 1903, he adopted the same atti- 
tude as had his two immediate prede- 
cessors, toward the present Italian 
government which in 1870 annexed the 
papal states to the united Italy and 
took the city of Rome away from the 
popes, and made it the capital o£ the 
Italian kingdom. 
His attitude was for the popes to 


declare themselves prisoners in the 
Vatican at the hands of the Italian 
government and never during their en- 
tire pontificate leave either the Vati- 
can or the Vatican gardens.

Long Career of Honor 


and Activity Was the

PROMOTION EARNED BY MERIT 


From His. Ordination .in 1858 His 


Sincerity and Talents Were Rec- 
ognized 
and 
Resulted In Rapid 


Rises to Positions of Honor and 
Importance—Came From Peasant 
Family. 
Home.—Pope Piux X. was a native 


of the little village of Riese, in the 
Venetian province of Theviso,'which, 
in 1303, gave to the church a pontiff 
•in Nlccola Boccasini, who assumed 
the triple crown under the name of 
Benedict XI. 
Born June 2, 1835, to a poor and 


humble family of the name of Sarto; 
Pius X. was christened Giuseppe (Jo- 
seph) and known throughout his life 
by the dialect equivalent of Giuseppe, 
"Beppo." 
From an early ago Giuseppe, bred 


to Lturdy outdoor life, displayed a 
bent for the priesthood—a bent that 
for 
: the most part is religipusly re- 


spected by Italians of the lower class. 
The educational 
resources 
of his 


birthplace were soon exhausted, and 
the lad's studious leanings demanded 


not •urprlslng tfciit -when, .the Impor- 
tant see of Mantua became vacant. In 
1884, Leo XH1. chose Giuseppe Sarto 
to fill the' place, it was no easy task 
to which he had been called, for his 
predecessor had allowed discipline to 
become 'slack. His persuasive powers 
and administrative gifts were tested 
to' the utmost, but he Vas fully equal 
to the ungrateful task. 
••• 
Two years later Pope Leo recog- 


nized Bishop Sarto's merits,, by rais- 
ing him to the Sacred College, with 
the title of San -Bernardo alle Terme 
at a consistory held June 15, 1893. At 
the same time he was chosen out of 
all the Venetian prelates to fill tne 
patriarchate of Venice. 


Sought to Build Up Church. 


Pope Pius' policy was the sircplest. 


His election resulted because , a ma- 
jority of the cardinals had wearied ot 
diplomacy and its barren results, and 
longed for a pontiff who would build 
up the units of organization— teat Is, 
the dioceses they ruled by bishops. 
In France, Italy and Spain these units 
were either paralyzed or directed by 
the hostile or indifferent state. There 
was a show of life, but not such teem- 
ing and varied life as is seen in the 
dioceses of America, Canada and Ire- 
land. It was known that Pius would 
desert diplomacy and try to .make all 
dioceses as they are In English-speak-

He said the 
possibility of issuing Panama canal 
bonds to meet the expected deficiency 
had not been seriously considered by 
the administration as yet. 


.The president, Senator Simmons 


and Representative Underwood agreed 
a special tax probably would be neces- 
sary, but tho time for putting it in 
operation was not Settled on. 
When 


treasury officials concluded that addi- 
tional funds are necessary the presi- 
dent will send a special message to 
congress asking that a tax be levied. 


Representative Underwood said the 


prospects are that manufacturing facil- 
ities of the nations involved in the 
war would be crippled for several 
years, making an early return to nor- 
mal In import duties improbable even 
in the event of a short war. He added 
thai the timo for the adjournment of 
congress now appeared entirely prob- 
lematical. 
He gave the impression 


that he expected congress to stay in 
session indefinitely. 


Statistics on revenues will be imme- 


diately collected at the treasury de- 
partment to be laid before the presi- 
dent and he will keep in close touch 
with the financial situation.! He was 
ioid that there was no immediate 
shortage in prospect, but that the rev- 
enues o( the government were stead- 
ily falling as a result of the European 
war.

WHITE GRUBS LIKELY TO CAUSE 


UNTOLD LOSSES IN CERTAIN 


STATES Df 1O15 


Department of Agriculture Issues Im- 


portant Instructions for 


Preventing the Pest. 


Washington D. C. — The destructive 


Maybeetles, or so called June bugs, 
as was previously predicted by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, were 
extremely abundant the past spring 
in northeastern Iowa, southern Wis- 
consin, and northern Illinois, parts 
of Minnesota, the southern part of 
Michigan and northern Ohio; also 
in northeastern Pennsylvania, south^ 
eastern New York, parts of Connec- 
ticut and New Jersey. 
This is indic- 


ative of a great abundance of white 
grub in 1915, and judging from the 
greater abundance of beetles in most 
of these sections this spring than 
three years ago, the grub injury will 
be even greater than in 1912 when

damage. It is of greatest importance 
the Department's specialists says that 
farmers properly handle their fields 
this fall and nex: spring to avoid a re- 
petition of the great losses occasioned 
in 1912. 
Injury can.be reduced to a 


minimum by adopting the following 
practices: 
In the sections above mentioned 


the important economic specks have 
a three year life cycle, that is, beetles 
appearing in the spring of 1914 de- 
posit eggs which hatch about a mon- 
th after being laid. The young grubs 
feed on roots and decaying matter, 
but seldom do damage during their 
first year. 
However, the following 


year (1915 in the case of destructive 
brood under discussion) they are 
larger and feed almost entirely on 
living roots, preferably corn, timothy, 
potatoes, strawberries, etc., causing 
great loss when abundant. 
The fol- 


lowing spring (1916) they feed more 
or less but by June first or shortly 
thereafter they make earthen cells, 
become semi-dormant and in a fort- 
night or so change to a brown pupae, 
and a month later to adult beetles, in 
which condition they remain in the 
soil until the next spring (1917). 


The beetles lay their eggs in land 


covered with vegation at the time of 
their flights (May and June), con- 
sequently land in small grain, tim'- 
othy, and such crops, which cover the 
ground, as well as land overgrown 


be depended upon solely,to eradicate 
grubs. 
Corn fields whi'ch were kept 


cultivated and free from undergrowth 
of weeds in May and June of 1914 
may, with reasonable safty, be plan- 
ted to corn or potatoes in 19-i.u, al- 
though it is advisable to inspect the 
field for first grubs. While it is not 
ordinarily advisable to follow corn 
after corn, nevertheless it' is im- 
portant at this time, in those sections 
where the grub will be abundant, to 
adopt this rotation for the coming 
year, even though it may be necessary 
to assist the second, sucessive corn 
crop with an artificial fertilizer. 


Proper precautions and planning 


of rotations for. next year at tliis 
time will save many thousands of 
dollars in crops which otherwise will 
almost certainly be destroye-x by the 
grubs.

Hill Selection of Seed Com. 


Hill selection of seed is urged by 


every institution 
interested in the 


improvement of corn. 
By selecting 


corn from the standing stalks in the 
field one can consider otner things 
besides the ear itself. 
The height of 


the ear on the stalk and the strength 
of the stalg may both be considered, 
and whether or not the ear grew 
on a stalk that had the whole hill 
to itself or had to compete with two 
or three other stalks can be deter- 
mined, whi'e If one waits until the 
corn has been cut these factors can- 
not be considered. 


Early selection of seed corn 'from 


the hill has many important advan- 
tages over selection later in the sea- 
son. 
In the first place, it enables 


one to select ears that are known 
to have matured, at the proper time, 
while if selection is deferred and 
weather conditions continue favor- 
able, some of the later matured ears 
may be selected, because they are 


While the large heavy ears are 


likely to be larger aad heavier. 
desirable, one cannot profitably se- 
lect them at the expense of maturity 
because corn' that will not mature 
is bound to be unprofitable crop. 
Early -selections from the hill avoids 
the danger of the corn being damp 
in the husk.

Does scientific farming pay?. 
The observing, practical man will 


answer in the affirmative. There will 
of course, be exceptions to the rule, 
just as there are exceptions to most 
ruies, but many convincing examples 
of the great benefits derived from the

grown on the same farm this season, 
O'Connor Bros, threshed 4650 bush- 
els, or a trifle less than - . bushels per 
acre. 
It is unnecessary to add that 


the entire rye acreage online O'Con- 
nor farm this fall will be sowed to 
the pedigreed kind, as it is a winner 
on the three important points of 
yield, quality and price. 


Dell Greene, of Deerfield, has one 


35-acre field of corn on which he 
used $30 worth of commercia. fertil- 
izer 
For comparison he left a few 


rows without fertilizing and now -r 
Greene informs us that the fertilized 
corn is from i& to 18 inch-e staller, 
from ten days to two weeks earlier 
and apparently b etter in every way. 
The fertilizer was applied with an at- 
tachment to his horse corn planter at 
the time the corn was planted, at 
practically no cost. 
When askect if 


this fertilizer would help next year s 
crop on that ground, Mr. Greene re- 
plied in his careful way. 


I don't know what it will do next 


year, but I do know that where I 
used'it on my corn ground last year 
the oats this year are a great deal 
better than where the fertilizer was 
not applied."

lizer is a money-making proposition 
for the user.

work is done in producing a poor-

Methods of Preventing Pest. 


Fields likely to be infested, with 


grubs should be throughly plowed 
between September 15th and Oct. 
10th. 
The date of plowing will de- 


pend on the latitude and the weather 
conditions for the grubs^go down 
as cold weather approaches and it 
is desirable to plow the fields just 
before they go down, when possible. 
If the grubs are abundunt, fcog£ 
should be allowed to run in the .field 
whenever this can be done, chickens 
and turkeys are also valuable aids 
if allowed the run on newly plowed 
ground. 
If it is impracticable to 


make use of hogs to rid the infested 
fields of grubs, a deep and through 
disking shouTd- follow the plowing, 
and in 1915 only crops least sus- 
ceptible to injury, suc> as small 
grains, buckwheat, clover, vetch, etc., 
should be planted, and by no means 
should susceptible crops such as corn, 
timothy, and potatoes be planteu. 
While fall plowing should be prac- 
ticed and it is of great value for des- 
troying grubs, nevertheless it-cannot
